DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the evaluating unit must be shown or 
the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1. 121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended " If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure 
must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must 
be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the 
renumbering of the remaining figures.

Claim Objections 

2. Claims 4-6 are objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(c) as being in improper form because a 
multiple dependent claim cannot be a dependent from another multiple dependent claim. See 
MPEP § 608.0 l(n). Accordingly, the claims 4-6 have not been further treated on the merits. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 



4. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Ross, Jr. 
(2002/0088278). 

Re to claim 1, Ross, Jr. discloses in figs. 3 and 4 a housing (e.g., cover (56) and 
base (48) producing hermetic seal) (pg. 2 par. 27) with a contactless sensor (e.g., hall 
sensor 58) that is inherently connected to a evaluating unit via leads (60). As depicted in 
figs. 3 and 4, Ross, Jr. discloses a magnet (e.g., shape magnet 54) that moves relative to 
the sensor (58) upon the movement of a float (32); and the magnet (54) is configured as a 
segment of an annular magnet (see fig. 4). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 
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6. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Ross, Jr. 
(2002/0088278). 

Re to claim 2, as depicted in fig. 3, Ross, Jr. discloses a housing (e.g., cover (56) and 
base (48) producing hermetic seal) (pg. 2 par. 27), which includes a magnet (54). Ross, 
Jr. further discloses that the housing (e.g., cover (56) and base (48) producing hermetic 
seal) cover can be made of a plastic material (see pg. 2, pars. 25 and 27). Ross, Jr. does 
not specifically discloses that the magnet is injected/introduced into a fuel-resistant 
plastic material of the lever. However, the selection of a known material is a design 
consideration clearly in the preview of one having ordinary skill in the art. Therefore, to 
employ Ross, Jr. on a fuel-resistant plastic material on would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention since this reference explicitly teaches 
its use on a liquid level gauge which includes a housing made of plastic that encloses a 
magnet. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claim 3 objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim 1 , but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims.
